CITY WILL NEED 10,000 H. P. 
BEFORE IT'CAW BE 


Private Company Ready to 
Sectire’ Rights if City 
Turns Down Offer 


"The development of hydro-electric 
power at Grand Rapids, on the Atha- 
baseca, river, 220 miles north of Ed- 
monton, ia not only a feasible pro- 
position but a decidedly advantageous 
project from the viewpoint of this 
city,” declared Mayor Armstrong to 
the Bulletin this morning. “I am em- 
phatically in favor of giving the offer 
made to the city by the minister of 
theyinterior serious and favorable 


consideration. 

“Tam quite prepared to admit that 
the profect is a big one, but that 
should be no deterrent. (By the terms 
of the offer made by the department 
of the interior the city must com- 
mence actual construction operations 
before January ist, 1912. Further, 
it is required that $100,000 be expend- 
ed in 1912, 1913, 1914 and 1915.. This 
means that by the beginning of 1916 
the city will have geen required to 
expend ha'f a million dollars, 

“What will the population of this 
city be in 1916? Will it mot be in 
the neighborhood of 75,000? The 
power developed by the city at the 
present time is close to 6,000 horse 
power, and will anyone say that the 
city will not need 10,000 horse power 
five years from now when the popu- 
lation has enormously increased’? Ten 
thotisand horse power is the minimum 
which the city may develop at Grand 
apids. The maximum amount which 
the city would be entitled to develop 
in the event f accepting the offer of 
the department is 60,000 horse power, 
1 have 6ufficlent confidence in the fut- 
ure of this city to believe that the 
time ia not far distant when even 
that. amount of power can be disposed 
of by the city between Grand Rapids 
and Edmonton, 

“T know, positively, that if Edmon- 
ton rejects the offer of the depart- 
ment, the rights which we now have 
the opportunity of securing will be | 
given to'a private company.” 

The power proposition will be con- 
sidered at a meeting of the city 
council to be held on Monday next.

London, March 16.—The Pall 
Mall Gazette says it understands that 
& strong movement is on foot to re- 
store Manuel to the throne of Portu- 
gual, The Supporters of the move- 
ment hope to effect the restoration 
peacefully, but are determined to 
make the. attempt when they con- 
sider the moment ripe to begin the 
inovement. Nothing, the paper says, 
will happen until after the Portu- 
guese elections next month, put 
there are signs that a volcano may 
burst forth any moment, Paris and 
london, according to the story, have 
been centres of secret activity for the 
Tortuguese monarchical party, There 
have been meetings of Manuel's nd- 
herents in both cities during the past 
week, At two of these meetings 
those present pledged themselves to 
Support an attempt to restore the 
monarchy, 

The Republican government of 
Portugal, the Pall Mall Gazette says, 
has been Informed of these meetings, 
ut the view expressed officially is 
that the government js so firmly es- 
tablished that no plot which ts likely 


to be suceessful can rely on the 
support of the army and navy, which 
Placed the present authorities in 
power.
